BLUE VARIETIES 


BLUE BEAUTY (or Pennsylvania). One of the oldest hy- 

brid, blue flowering water lilies produced by the late 
William Tricker, it has really become a standard variety in 
spite of the many excellent blue lilies later produced. Flow- 
ers are 10-12 inches across and deep blue in color. Stamens 
are yellow and the sepals are marked on the outside with 
purple lines and dots. Blossoms are small in restricted areas, 
but if given plenty of soil and room, will produce flowers of 
largest size. (See color illustration, page 10.) $2.25. 


HENRY SHAW. An outstanding blue flowering variety. 
Lovely campanula-blue in color with stamens of lemon- 
chrome tipped with a lighter campanula-blue than the petals. 
This variety is of moderate growth, blooms freely and has 
a delightful fragrance. An excellent day-blooming variety 
named in honor of the founder of the Missouri Botanical 
Gardens. (See color illustration on page 7.) $2.00. 


COL. LINDBERGH. Very large flowers, wide petals, a true 

cerulean-blue, pleasing fragrance, color and beauty. 
Flowers ware borne on long stems towering above the surface 
of the water, which suggests its name. Interesting leaves, 
large in size and oval in shape, marbled with brown on the 
top and flaked with purple and green blotches beneath. A 
Tricker hybrid. $2.25. 


MRS. EDWARDS WHITAKER. This variety is perhaps the 

most striking of all the day-blooming lilies because of its 
great size. It has been known to produce flowers 13% inches 
across. The color is lavender-blue fading slightly as the 
bloom ages. Always greatly admired at exhibitions. The 
petals are slightly rounded at the tips. While it is at its 
best in a large pool, it can be grown in smaller quarters. A 
very free and continuous bloomer. (Illustrated in color

MARMARATA. Almost identical with Mrs. Edwards Whit- 

aker in description of its flowers, the main difference 
being in the foliage. The leaves are beautifully mottled and 
streaked with chestnut brown which makes it an outstanding 
variety. In our experience this variety has been a slightly 
more abundant bloomer than Mrs. Edwards Whitaker. $2.25.

The deep pink color 
of the stamens seems to have a background of violet. While 
not of the greatest size, the flowers are borne profusely 
and have very many petals. The flowers open earlier and 
close later than most of the day bloomers. $2.25. 


GENERAL PERSHING. Here, indeed, is an outstanding 

variety of pink day-bloomers which was named in 
honor of our great General Pershing. There is no ques- 
tion of it being the finest of the pink tender lilies, both 
in size and color.

erect to the height of 3 to 8 inches. The weight of a girl 
is easily supported by the leaves. Victorias thrive under the 
same conditions as the tender lilies but for full develop- 
ment require plenty of space. 

A variety which does well with proper care in the 
latitude of Cleveland. The flowers are enormous, 15 to 18 
inches in diameter, opening white on the evening of the first 
day, and closing the middle of the following morning. On 
the second day the flower opens about four o’clock in the 
afternoon and is colored a deep pink.

Everyone loves the hardy lilies. Their lovely 
blossoms open just above the surface of the water 
or float gently on it. The leaf stems adjust to the 
water’s depth. If the water is lowered the bud 
stems twist to keep the bud under water until ready to open. 
Opening and closing takes one hour each and is an hour later and 
earlier on the first day open. 

Hardy lilies are equally at home in concrete pools, half bar- 
rels or tubs; and with a little care to prevent actual freezing 
of the roots, their beauty and fragrance may be enjoyed year 
after year. Lack of experience will not interfere with results, 
as water lilies “just grow’ when provided with sunlight, rich 
soil and warm, shallow water. 

We urge you to order early to avoid disappointment, if you 
want certain definite varieties of these fine plants. This class 
of lilies has become so much in demand it is difficult to main- 
tain a constant supply of each variety throughout the season.

ATTRACTION 


HARDY WATER LILIES — 










HOW TO Water Lilies are easily grown. In 
PLANT. natural conditions Water Lilies root 
aa Mer in rich soil in the shallow water of 
a marsh or pond where there is plenty of sun- 
light. These conditions are easily reproduced 
in the garden. 2 

In a natural pond the Water Lilies may be 
planted where the water is 1 to 2 feet deep. If 
the bottom is sand or gravel, the roots may be 
planted in a basket of soil and sunk an inch 
below the bottom level. Otherwise they may be 
simply pushed under the soil or anchored with 
a stone if the bottom is too soft to hold them. 

Very small pools, including tubs, may best be 
partly filled with soil—6 inches of soil, 6 inches 
of water is correct. In larger pools a satisfac- 
tory method is to use tubs or boxes and plant 
in the manner illustrated in the diagram. We 
furnish special boxes and tubs for this pur- 
pose. See Page 24. 

For best results, when a pool is completed, 
it should be not less than 18 inches in depth 
and should have not less than 14 or 15 square 
feet of water surface to a lily. The most 
popular pools we have found are 4 by 7 feet, 
6 by 10 feet and 8 by 12 feet. They could be 
made either with straight or sloping sides, 
whichever you prefer to make. 

At least one cubic foot of soil should be 
allowed for each Water Lily, and more if pos- 
sible. To obtain satisfactory growth in boxes 
they must be large enough to provide plenty of 
nourishment. A single plant in a box 2 feet 
square and a foot deep, filled with proper soil, 
will develop remarkable blooms. 

It is best (though not necessary) to have a 
separate container for each Water Lily, as the 
leaf-spread averages 3 feet in diameter. Shal- 
low water plants should be planted in contain- 
ers separate from the lilies. 


Do not drain the pool before planting. Boxes 


and pails in which the lilies are planted can 
be easily set in the pool. It is also quite 
simple to set plants in the soil beneath the 
water, as we always do in commercial propa- 
gation. 


FERTILIZING The best soil for aquatic plants 
AND SOIL. is a mixture of three parts of 

fibrous loam or good garden 
‘soil with one part of well rotted cow manure. 


A heavy soil is satisfactory and gives best re- 
sults if mixed with manure 8 months to a year 
before planting. Other manure may be used 
but not when fresh. Its fermentation may foul 
the pool and injure the-young plants. Swamp 
muck should not be used. Instead of manure 
we suggest the use of a new commercial fer- 
tilizer we have developed especially for our 
plants, named Praefecta. Mix one quart with 
three bushels of soil, or use a small amount 
any time to feed plants. For prices, see right 
column. 
PLANTING. Water Lilies should be set with 
the crown of the plant just even 
with the surface of the soil, which is then 
covered with an inch of sand or gravel to keep 
the water clean. Eight inches of water above 
the crown is best for the production of blos- 
soms. Any depth from 6 inches to 2 feet will 
do, but young plants should always be started 
in shallow water where the warmth of the sun 
reaches them. Full sunlight on the pool is 
very desirable for the growth and formation 
of blossoms. Plant Water Lilies 2 to 3 feet 
apart in the pool. To be certain of best re- 
sults, plant new roots—they insure vigorous 
growth and abundance of bloom.

Your pool need not be 
drained to plant tropicals. It 
is better to plant them in the 
warm water that has stood in 
the pool. Fresh cold water ts 
liable to chill the lilies 





LOTUS. The Lotus tubers look very much 

like large bananas. They should be 
planted in rich soil in a horizontal position 
about two inches below the surface of the soil. 
A large container not less than 24 inches in 
diameter and 10 to 12 inches deep is essential 
to assure a satisfactory growth and induce 
flowering. The weather should be quite warm 
before they are transplanted, for if the tubers 
are planted in cold water, they very often fail 
to grow. The water should be shallow, 4 
inches above the soil is sufficient at the start 
and as the plants develop, the depth can be 
increased to 6 or 8 inches. Pot plants are 
simply tubers started in the greenhouse in pots 
and grown for late planting. These are turned 
out of the pots and should be planted in rich 
soil in four or six inches of water. Large con- 
tainers such as recommended for tubers are 
necessary. Lay Lotus root lightly on soil and 
press gently into soft mud. If it shows a 
tendency to float, put a stone or brick on it 
until it takes root.

HOW TO ARRANGE YOUR LILY POOL PLANTING 


The well planted lily pool should include 

aquatic and floating plants, as these are the 
natural companions to ‘water lilies. Then, too, 
the upright growing shallow water plants give 
a pleasing contrast and make the pool much 
more interesting. With them you can give 
your pool a touch of tropical luxuriousness. 
_An attractive arrangement is to have a 
center planting in your pool, whether it be 
round or square or irregular in shape. This 
center planting (marked “B” in the illustra- 
tion) should be made up of such plants as 
Papyrus, Pickerel Rush and Arrowhead, or 
see Collection B-4, page 28. Group the lilies 
around this centerpiece about 2 to 3 feet apart 
according to the size of pool and number of 
lilies. 
At the corners, or at regular intervals 
around the edge of the pool, if the pool is of 
fair size, may be grouped other aquatic plants 
such as Taro, Forget-Me-Not, Primrose 
Creeper, Spiral Palm, etc. (indicated by letter 
“C” on illustration). 

Floating plants may have their roots an- 
chored or be left to float on the surface, 

wherever the breeze takes them.

post, it will be entirely at your own risk, for 
we cannot assume responsibility for loss, damage or condition of the 
plants sent this way. However, if you do wish your shipment by parcel 
post, please send us funds to cover the postage, for we do not pay 
transportation charges on orders sent out either by parcel post or 
express. Live fish are shipped in water and must go by express. 

Water lilies and aquatic plants may be shipped safely any time of 
the year. Hardy water lilies may be planted any time, but we cannot 
ordinarily take them from the growing ponds until the end of March. 
Contrary to the erroneous advice, late planting does no harm. 

Tropical lilies may be set out whenever the weather is settled and 
the temperature averages 70 degrees Fahrenheit. We do not ship tropi- 
eal lilies in the latitude of New York, Cleveland and Chicago until 
after the first week in June because earlier planting in this latitude is 
not safe. If you instruct us to ship earlier than this, shipment is made 
only at customer’s risk. Of course, for planting south of the above 
given latitude, shipments go earlier. 

Goldfishes, aquarium plants and supplies are shipped any time during 
the year. Tropical fishes are shipped in ordinary cans from June 1 to 
October 1, but the remainder of the year it is best to use one of our 
special shipping cans, well insulated against cold. A deposit of $3 is 
required to insure the prompt return of the insulated can. 


TERMS. (Effective Jan. 1, 1942.) These prices cancel all other prices. 
We accept orders only when accompanied by funds 
sufficient to cover the price of goods and 50c extra for shipping can 
when fish are included, except where list price specifically states that 
shipping ean is included. If we deem it advisable to ship the fish in the 
returnable cans, the 50c included with the order will be refunded.

CULTURAL DIRECTIONS (Continued) 


WHEN TO Hardy Water Lilies may be planted after the middle of April, 
PLANT. as at that time new leaves appear in the ponds. Half-dormant 
roots are shipped until June and after that growing plants. Tropical varieties 
are propagated in greenhouse pools. We ship well developed growing plants 
when the temperature averages about 70 degrees, usually not until June in 
the latitude of New York, Cleveland, and Chicago, but much earlier in the 
South. Tropical Lilies may also be grown in a sunroom or conservatory pool, 
blooming the year around with the aid of occasional rations of Praefecta 
poked under the soil. It is to be noted that young tropical Lilies have a 
tendency to become dormant if planted out in too cold, deep or shaded water ; 
but if the plants are removed to a warm sunny location they usually start to 


grow again. 
WINTER The best winter protection for the Lilies and Lotus is to leave 
CARE. water in the pool and to cover the pool with boards and leaves or 
straw. Very little freezing takes place; roots and fish are safe and the pool 
walls cannot crack. A 

Under normal conditions hardy Water Lilies, Lotus and native aquatics 
winter in the ponds under water and seldom need protection unless the water 
gets very low, or if left in a pool which is drained, in which case a covering 
of leaves, straw, or manure should be provided. If the roots are planted in 
boxes, the boxes with the roots in may be taken out and covered in a trench, 
or taken into a cool basement and kept covered with moist burlap until 
spring. Dry rot is destructive to dormant roots and should be avoided by 
providing natural conditions of cold and moisture. 

Tropical Lilies are best treated as annual plants, and replaced year after 
year. They may be kept in bloom all year in indoor pools but it is seldom 
worth while to try to preserve the tropicals unless a greenhouse pool is 


available.

AZOLLA (Azolla caroliniana). Small crinkly, green plants resembling 


floating leaves of arborvitae. Strong sunlight turns Azolla a deep 
red.

Appears as a series of green polka 
dots on the surface. The small roots are much appreciated by gold- 
fish.

The long, bushy 
roots are excellent for receiving the spawn of goldfish; therefore, the 
Water Hyacinth may be used to advantage in pools of fair size.

CULTURAL NOTES 


Plant the roots of these plants in rich loam. In a con- 
erete pool you may build a ledge or use a box of soil, or 
you may put individual plants in flower pots set at the 
proper depths. All of the plants in this list should be 
planted above or below the water according to their indi- 
vidual needs. The shallow water plants which require 6 
inches of water and no more are marked*. Those which do 
best in 2 inches of water are marked }. Bog plants, marked 
i like wet feet but do not like to swim or wade; plant them 
with the crown just above the water level. Many of the bog 
plants are excellent house plants and will grow indoors if 
the pot is set in a saucer kept full of water.

Informal or irregularly shaped pools are generally 
made with sloping sides and without forms. Determine 
the shape by staking or by laying a hose in the form de- 
sired. 


Execavate the soil to a depth 6” below the bottom of 
the completed pool to allow for thickness of cement bot- 
tom. The minimum depth desirable for growing water 
lilies is 18”, but 24” is better; however, lilies can be 
made to grow satisfactorily in pools that are 1’ deep 
where the soil is spread over the entire bottom. Either 
reinforcing rods or a heavy grade of hog wire, usually 
Y%” or %” is advisable to insure long life of pool. 


If no forms are to be used along the sides, the sides 
have to be made sloping, generally at an angle of 45° or 
less, which partly depends on the depth of the pool. 
When a rectangular shaped pool is built, the vertical 
sides of course require forms. 


In making the excayation, it will also be necessary to 
decide whether the sides of the pool are to be brought 
to the level of the ground and later covered perhaps 
with rocks, or whether they are to be formed so as to 
enable the bank to be brought right down to the water’s 
edge so that no concrete would show in any portion of 
the pool. The means of doing this is illustrated above, 
which also shows the manner in which the entire pool 
is constructed. 


After the excavation has been completed, the bottom 
should be carefully leveled to receive the concrete. 
When the concrete has set, a water-proofing coat of 
SMOOTH-ON (see page 24) will fill the cracks and 
make the pool watertight. In the case of old pools which 
have developed small cracks or a porous condition, 
TRICKER’S CONCRETE ENAMEL (see page 24) will 
seal up the cement and at the same time will add life 
and beauty to the pool.
